L  y COMING  COLLEGE 
IN  PICTURES 


Lycoming  College,  founded  in 
1812,  is  a  coeducational  insti- 
tution that  is  dedicated  to  pro- 
viding learning  that  can  be  used  for 
a  lifetime  —  liberal  arts  and  sciences. 
Nineteen  buildings  make  up  Lycom- 
ing's campus.  The  approximately  900 
students  who  live  on  campus  call  the 
eight  residence  halls  their  home.  Eve- 
ryday, East  Hall,  Crever,  Rich,  Wil- 
liams, Forest,  Wesley,  Asbury  and 
Skeath  bustle  with  students.  For  clas-

Wertz 
Student  Center  is  where  one  finds  the 
cafeteria,  the  mailroom,  the  campus 
store,  and  Jack's  Corner.
